Mary's County Detention Center
under certain circumstances; authorizing the Sheriff and the Board of County
Commissioners of St. Mary's County to determine and collect a reasonable
monetary amount or program participation fee to pay for costsincurred by the
county for providing certain items for the inmate to participate in the work

rel ease program; requiring the Sheriff or the Sheriff's designee to notify the
court in writing if an inmate violates a certain trust or condition established for
participating in a program; establishing certain penalties for violating a certain
trust or condition established for participating in a program; and generaly
relating to home detention and work release programsin St. Mary's County.

© (1) AT THE TIME OF SENTENCING OR AT ANY TIME DURING AN
INDIVIDUAL'S CONFINEMENT, THE COURT MAY ALLOW THE INDIVIDUAL TO
PARTICIPATE IN ANY PROGRAM ESTABLISHED UNDER THIS SECTION IF THE
INDIVIDUAL:

) HASNOOTHER CHARGES PENDINGHN-ANYJURISDICTHON.

(2 AN INMATE WHO ISPARTICIPATING IN ANY PROGRAM ESTABLISHED
UNDER THIS SECTION AND WHO IS SENTENCED TO THE ST. MARY'S COUNTY
DETENTION CENTER MAY LEAVE THE DETENTION CENTERTO:

() CONTINUE REGULAR EMPLOYMENT,;
(n SEEK NEW EMPLOYMENT; OR
(ny ATTEND ANY COURT-ORDERED TREATMENT APPOINTMENTS.

(D) THE SHERIFF AND THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF ST.
MARY'S COUNTY MAY CHARGE AN INMATE PARTICIPATING IN THE WORK RELEASE
PROGRAM A REASONABLE MONETARY AMOUNT OR PROGRAM PARTICIPATION FEETO
PAY FOR THE COSTSINCURRED BY THE COUNTY FOR PROVIDING THE INMATE WITH
FOOD, LODGING, AND CLOTHING.

(E) (1) IF AN INMATE VIOLATES A TRUST OR A CONDITION THAT A COURT
OR SHERIFF HAS ESTABLISHED FOR PARTICIPATING IN ANY PROGRAM ESTABLISHED
UNDER THIS SECTION, THE SHERIFF OR THE SHERIFF'S DESIGNEE SHALL NOTIFY
THE COURT IN WRITING OF THE VIOLATION.
